BUT STATE DEPARTMENT INFORMANTS INTIMATED THAT DEVELOPMENT OF AN 
EAST-WEST TREATY SYSTEM WOULD NOT NECESSARILY BE PART OF A PACKAGE 
PROPOSAL CALLING FOR THE UNIFICATION OF GERMANY BY STAGES. THE TREATY 
COULD BE ADVANCED LATER TO MEET SOVIET OBJECTIONS ABOUT POSSIBLE 
GROWTH OF SOME NEW MILITARISM IN A REUNITED GERMANY. 

OVER THE YEARS DISCUSSION OF A SECURITY TREATY HAS TAKEN A WIDE 
VARIETY OF FORMS. REGARDLESS OF HOW MANY NATIONS MIGHT JOIN IT 
THE ESSENTIAL PROVISION WOULD BE THAT THE UNITED STATES BRITAIN AND 
FRANCE WOULD PLEDGE TO FIGHT ALONGSIDE RUSSIA GAINST ANY AGGRESSOR 
eee? INCLUDING GERMANY, IN THE FUTURE. AS TO MEMBERSHIP, IT 
MIGHT EMBRACE ALL THE COUNTRIES OF THE SOVIET CONTROLLED WARSAW PACT 
AS WELL AS THE 15 MEMBER NATIONS OF NATO. 

WESTERN DIPLOMATS ARE UNCERTAIN WHETHER SUCH A SECURITY PACT WOULD 
HAVE ANY REAL IMPORTANCE. THE UNITED STATES HAS ALWAYS ARGUED THAT 
RUSSIA AND ALL OTHER COUNTRIES HAVE ADEQUATE GUARANTEES AGAINST 
AGGRESSION IN THE CHARTER OF THE UNITED NATIONS. 

SOME AUTHORITIES SAY FEAR OF A REVIVAL OF GERMAN MILITARY STRENGTH, 
MAY BE A WEIGHTY ELEMENT IN SOVIET POLICY TOWARD GERMANY. BUT THE 
MAJORITY VIEW IN THE STATE DEPARTMENT IS THAT SOVIET POLICY TOWARD
